Liquid Metal Polish. 

Take eight ounces of Spanish whit- 
ing, which must be perfeetly free from 
grit, and put in one quart of gasoline. 
Shake up the whiting and gasoline 
thoroughly. You willl notice the whit- 
Ing settles {mmediately, leaving the 
liquid as clear as water. To remedy 
this and, further, to make it a better 
polish agent, add to each quart of 
the mixture thirty-two drops of oleic 
acid—no more, no less. Shake again, 
and the whiting will not settle. Apply 
to gold, silver, nickel, brass, glass or 
any kind of metallic surface with a 
piece of cotton flannel, rubbing well,

the Vice President of the Confederacy 
—‘m: sole object was to do all the 
good I could in preserving and perpet- 
uating the principles of liberty as es- 
tablished under the constitution of the 
United States.”’

WORK IN HARBOR BUILDING 


Construction of a Big Deep Oceans 
Breakwater at San Pedro, Cal, 

San Pedro, Cal., is about 100 miles 
north of the Mexican boundary and a 
few miles south of Los Angeles. When 
California had to have a new harbor 
somewhere a board of government en- 
gineers, in 1897, decided that San 
Pedro had the best natura! advantages 
for constructing one. The result of 
their work shows that a harbor can be 
built almost anywhere if enough mon- 
ey is expended. Congress appropriate! 
$2,900,000 for the San Pedro break- 
water, extending 8,500 feet In length 
In the ocean, and for dredging behind 
it. 

The breakwater {s a sort of continu- 
ation of Point Fermin, to the east- 
ward. It was planned to comprise two 
straight arms, connected by a curve, 
1,800 feet long, of 1,910 feet radius, 
the westerly arm to be 3.000 feet long 
and the easterly arm 3,700 feet long. 
A gap of 2,000 feet was left between 
{t and the shore, but this gap was 
crossed by a railway of tremendous 
strength, to enable the contractors to 
dump rocks for the breakwater. 

The total amount of rock required, 
according to the government specifica- 
tions, is 2,206,983 tons, of which It Is 
estimated 770,000 are yet to be put in 
place. For some time the contractors 
have been dropping the rock at the rate 
of 45,000 tons a month, or four tons 
a minute, at a cost of $0.844 a ton. At} 
the beginning the dumping took place | 
in twenty-feet of water; to-day the 
contractors are making bigger spluahanl 
{n fifty-two feet of water. The rocks 
are often so large that only two of 
them can be put on one car. There Is 
a year and a half of dumping ahead, 
but already a harbor of refuge ty 
formed, where vessels can lie in safe | 
ty in all sorts of weather, behind a 
rock line above high water.
